With surprising speed, basketball 
Spread to schoolsec colleges, and 
athletic clubs all over the United 
States. Tne game also proved ex~ 
tremely popular abroad. It was 
added to tm Olympic Games for 
the first time in 1936, and thai 
year 32 nations entered teams. 


Basketball draws as many as 
75 million paid admissions a year 
more than any other sport. Tne 
large-attendance 3 result 
from tne great number of teams 
playing tne same. In every state 
toys and girls play basketball in 
aign scoool, colleges, and athle- 
tic clubs.
